Discussed in detail about specific limitation of independent claim 1 , in respone to applicant's argument that there is no 
discussion of direction-specific protection resource. Examiner respectfully disagrees because the Applicant's argument 
does not commensurate with the scope of the claim. Further, there are too many "or" operator in the claim which 
renders the claim indefinite because it is unclear the limitations of the claims. In a "or" operator, it is not required to 
include all the limitations. For example, claim 1 is directly to a method of managing protection resources ... including a 
step of establishing a resource organization OR infonmation model made up of protection groups OR selectors by 
means of temiinal OR conection points, ... OR using protection resources ... OR receiving direction. The Examiner 
considers only one limitation of the "or" operator which is establising a resource organization. The rest of limitations 
will be ignored. Applicants will admend the claims to fix the "or" operator and to overcome prior art by filing a formal 
response. 
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
